Dr. Kenneth Zike :
to Discuss Young
Readers’ Problems

Clues to future reading dif-
ficulties are often apparent
in preschool children, accord-
ing' to Kenneth Zike, M.D.,
head of pediatrics at Harbor
General Hospital.

Dr. Zike, one of the speak-
ers on “New Hope for the
Child with ILearning Prob-
lems,” 8 p.m. Wednesday, Oct.
26, in Fellowship Hall, St
Andrews Presbyterian
Church, Redondo Beach, ad*
vises parents to watch for
these signs: Clumsiness in
tasks ‘involving eye-hand co-
ordination; Hyperactivity; De-
laved speech or delayed mo-
tor ability. ¢

“Recent research has
shown that these factors ap-
pear in nonreading children,
even those with average or
gifted intelligence, at least
four times as often ag chil-
dren able to read through
usual teaching methods,” he
declared.

“Only a complete medical
examination, including per-
ceptual testing, can provide
an accurate diagnosis. How-
ever, if every kindergarten
child were routinely examin-
ed, necessary remedial steps
could be taken immediately,
averting learning failures, at-
tendant anxieties and behav-
jor problems,” Dr. Zike stated.
Special 'psvchological and
educational techniques will
be explained at the meeting
by Ivy Mooring, Ph.D,, direc-
tor of research and guidance,
Palos Verdes School District;
and Marianne Frostig, Ph.D,,
director, Marianne Frostig
School for Education ‘Ther-
apy, 7257 Melrose, Los An-
geles.
